goods, is even now preparing to 


establish an engine service in 
which one may drive in and have 
a newly rebuilt motor replace the 
old, or rent one for a designated 
period. 


The great change, or revolution, 
will come in mergers in the field 
of “‘service industries” and in 
none will it be more radical than 
in those serving the tourist and 
those whose business requires 
travel by automobile. 


The business man who plans 
to offer engines as a quick-change 
package says that automobile 
manufacturers already are trying 
to let us know what is ahead. A 
number of the 1961 models need 
an oil change once every 4,000 
miles and greasing not more than 
once or twice a year. 


Greaseless Bearings 


The trend is away from the 
phrase which has come to haunt 
some of the mass production peo- 
ples—‘‘planned obsolescence.”” By 
1965 the models are expected to 
have all greaseless bearings—no 
greasing at all will be necessary. 
The parts, which once seemed to 
last so short a time, already are 
lasting longer. There will be con- 
tinued improvement in this field. 


The cars of the near-at-hand 
future will likely have sealed en- 
gines which can be easily removed 
and replaced with a rental one 
while necessary repairs are being 
made on the old one. This service 
has existed on batteries for many 
years. Extension of this to re- 
build engine sales and rentals is 
inevitable. 


These features of the revolution 
will mean the gasoline service 
station will change radically. If 
parts last longer and engines are 
to be replaced, instead of con- 
fining the car to a garage or sta- 
tion rack for repairs, then the 
gas station will undergo revolu- 
tion. It will sell gas, but it will 
also inevitably become a vendor 
of a package service for tourists, 
including cocktail bars, food, per- 
sonal supplies, recreation, and 
other indicated services. Some, 
indeed, have already made be 
ginnings. 


One may begin to see the de- 
velopment of this along Florida's 
marvelous stretch of the national, 
interstate highway which begins 
at Fort Pierce and continues to 
the outskirts of Miami. At inter- 
vals along this marvelously un- 
folding expressway are “plazas.” 
They occupy islands between 
the swiftly-flowing lines of traffic. 
There, in landscaped areas one 
finds an architecturally pleasing 
construction package. Gas, sup- 
plies, and good food may be had 
without the extreme bad taste in 
decor which seems to be the rule 
at the latest in roadside restau- 
rants which apparently strive for 
the ‘“‘exotic.”’ 


Problems 


The restaurant problems of 
today are essentially that of all 
business . . . costs. In order to 
charge more and thereby pay the 
help, the decorations are added 
to make the hungry think they 
are dining in opulent surround- 
ings. The design is almost always 
the same and the idea intrudes 
itself that somewhere there is a 
national supplier of interior deco- 
rations who offers a choice of 
three plans. The more elaborate 
include cages of sad, white-tailed 
birds. 


Since costs soar In kitchens, the 
menus along highways are as 
standardized as the decor. There 
is an improvement in_ steaks. 
They keep well. But the traveler 
in Florida, for example, is likely 
to be dismayed at the lack of sea- 
food choices at his roadside com- 
mand. It is not until he reaches 
the keys that the shore dinner 
becomes a delight and the fillets 
of snapper wonderful to look upon 
and to eat. The pompano and 
flounder have their own magic 
taste and not the universal fishy 
flavor usually come by. But even 
here, the neon, the modern 
“decor,” the wisning wells, and 
standardization are creeping in. 
So hurry. And, of course, bring 
money. Lots of it.

Airlines Hid 


Fuel’s Peril, 
Briton Says 


LONDON (AP) — A world au- 
thority on aviation safety Monday 
accused major airlines of hushing 
up their use of a highly explosive 
jet fuel. 


The new fuel is called JP4 and 
is a mixture of gasoline and kero- 
sene. It is used by a growing 
number of airlines. The jets form- 
erly used the less explosive Kero- 
sene, 


The complaint came from Lord 
Brabazon of Tara, 76-year-old 
chairman of the British Air Reg- 
istration Board who was deco- 
rated by Queen Elizabeth II. in 
1953 for his service to civil avia- 
tion. 


“It is patently clear,’”’ he said, 
“that the desire to use JP4 is 
hased on money making.” 


Brabazon made the charge in a 
letter to Sir William Hildred, di- 
rector general of the International 
Air Transport Association, which 
represents the major airlines. 


In addition he made public an 
earlier letter from Hildred accus- 
ing him of putting dangerous 
statements before ‘“‘emotional mil- 
lions.”’ 


The argument started with a re- 
cent television program in which 
Brabazon made experiments to 
demonstrate that JP4 ignites like 
a flash while kerosene takes time 
to get. burning. 


Hildred said this telecast had 
been discussed by the Internation- 
al Air Transport Association’s 
technical committee, who, branded 
it ‘“‘harmful to the worldwide air- 
line industry.”

Living Cost 
May Rise 
2 Pet. in ’61

WASHINGTON (UPI)—A_ key 
government economist predicted 
Monday that the cost of goods 
and services bought by the aver- 
age city family will rise 1 to 2 
per cent in 1961. 


Ewan Clague, commissioner of 
labor statistics, said the Consum- 
er Price Index would go up that 
much next year because of the 
““‘persistent” rise in the cost of 
services. 


“The cost of services—rent, the 
homeowner’s taxes, repair bills, 
medical-care costs, auto insur- 
ance and the like—rises practi- 
cally every month,” Clague said 
in a copyrighted interview in 
U.S. News & World Report. 


BARGAINS IN JANUARY 


As for other consumer prices, 
Clague foresaw a mixture of 
markups and reductions, partly in 
response to seasonal shifts in sup- 
ply and demand. 


He predicted ‘“‘good, substan- 
tial” bargain sales in January as 
stores move out winter stocks 
and leftover Christmas wares. 


Meat prices are likely to 
“strengthen for the next six or 
eight months, and then very likely 
decline toward the latter part of 
1961," Clague said. 


A professional economist, 
Clague heads the Labor depart- 
ment’s Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics, which compiles the monthly 
Consumer Price Index. The index 
reflects changes in the prices of 
300 goods and services bought 
by middle-income city families. 


INFLATION RULED OUT 


Clague said the continuing up- 
ward creep in the index—about 
l4% per cent a year since the 
spring of 1959—does not mean 
the economy is suffering from 
inflation. 

“What I call inflation is a gen- 
eral upward sweep in which prac- 
tically everything is going up,”’ 
Clague said. “In the case of our 
index there are some items de- 
clining from time to time.” 


He said prices of durable goods, 
such as home appliances, whose 
sales have been weak recently,

West the Main Agent 
Of Discord, Tito Says

BELGRADE—President Tito. Monday accused the West of being 
the principal source of discord in the world. 


Brushing aside attacks on Yugo- 
slay policies contained in the 
communique issued after last 
month’s conference of 81 world 
Communist parties in Moscow, 
the Yugoslav chief declared that 
Belgrade and Moscow had identi- 
cal views on ‘“‘the most important 
issues of the day.” 


Marshal Tito’s statement, made 
at a special session of the Yugo- 
slav parliament, was the frankest 
Yugoslav avowal yet of the align- 
ment evident in Belgrade policies 
during the last several months. 


The present “aggravation” of 
the international atmosphere, he 
declared, was due to ‘“‘certain bel- 
licose people, especially in the 
West, who still adhere to the 
position of power policy in the 
settlement of international prob- 
lems and are therefore against 
the easing of international ten- 
sion.” 


Although the Yugoslav chief 
called the Moscow communique 
a “rotten compromise,”’ and “‘in- 
terference in our internal poli- 
cies,"” Moscow bloc sources de- 
scribed his remarks on this sub- 
ject as ‘‘unexpectedly mild.” 


He contented himself largely 
with denials that the Yugoslav 
Communists had abandoned Marx- 
ism-Leninism or had sought to 
undermine the unity of the Com- 
munist world by their interna- 
tional policies, and declared that 
the party would continue on its 
own way regardless of what oth- 
ers thought or said. 


President Tito’s hour and a half 
long statement was primarily a 
presentation of the nation’s new 
five-year plan, outlining the pro- 
jected economic development for 
the period 1961 through 1965. It

Highways 


Four traffic fatalities Monday 
night pushed Georgia’s Christmas 
death toll to 28—believed to equal 
an 8-year-old record for a three- 
day holiday in the state. 


The 28th victim was Levie Ver- 
die Arnold, 74, of Remerton, who 
was killed when the car he was 
driving plunged off State High- 
way 133 in Colquitt County about 
a mile north of Doerun, the State 
Patrol said. 


Three of Monday’s four fatali- 
ties in Georgia occurred within 
less than an hour as the Christ- 
mas death toll exceeded the pa- 
trol’s pre-holiday forecast by five. 


U.S. TOLL MOUNTING 


The national death toll also con- 
tinued to mount with 427 traffic 
fatalities reported late Monday 
night. 


Georgia's 28 deaths, during one 
of the bloodiest weekends in his- 
tory, ranked the state third in 
road fatalities over the nation. 
Auto-minded California paced the 
slaughter with 35 deaths, followed 
by Texas with 31. Michigan had 
26. 


The deadliest Christmas holiday 
on record in Georgia was 1951 
when 32 died—but that grim mark 
was chalked up during a four-day 
period compared with the three- 
day holiday this year. However, 
the three-day Labor Day holiday 
of 1952 saw 28 motorists killed in 
Georgia. 

2 PEDESTRIANS KILLED 
The latest victims in Georgia 
were two pedestrians and a driver. 
The deaths occurred within less 
than an hour, starting at 6:30 p.m. 


Theo Roberts, 68, of Rte. 3, 
Dawson, was killed at 6:30 p.m.

Georgia 45 in Terrell County, the 
patrol said.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The in- 
coming Kennedy administration 
was urged by an _ independent 
liberal group Monday to take the 
lead in lifting America out of the 
“fatty mediocrity’ into which it 
said the nation has slipped. 

The call came from the Na- 
tional Committee for an Effective 
Congress, which claims to have 
contributed $145,000 in campaign 
funds to Senate and House can- 
didates it regards as liberals.

JOHNSON, KERR ARRIVE 


Johnson, accompanied by Sen. 
Robert S. Kerr, D-Okla., arrived 
here at midday by plane from 
Texas to have an extended con- 
ference with Kennedy about the 
relative responsibilities of civilian 
and military agencies for pushing 
America forward in the space 
race with Russia. 


Johnson and Kerr were joined 
at Kennedy’s home for lunch by 
Rooney and Dillon. 


Dillon returned to his vacation 
home at Hobe Sound just north of 
Palm Beach about 6 p.m. and 
Kennedy reconvened the discus- 
sions with Johnson, Kerr and 
Rooney over dinner at the seaside 
villa where the president - elect 
has been in residence for 10 days. 


The space report, expected to 
form the basis of Kennedy’s rec- 
ommendations to Congress on the 
touchy subject, was prepared by 
James M. Landis, former dean of 
the Harvard law school who was 
a member of federal regulatory 
bodies during the Roosevelt and 
Truman administrations. 


Landis was highly critical of 
White House influence on commer- 
cial airline route decisions of the 
Civil Aeronautics Board (CAB) 
during the Eisenhower and Tru- 
man administrations. He called 
for restraints to control “‘lobbying 
in its worst sense’ at the White 
House in connection with airline 
decisions. 


FCC DAMNED 
The report damned the Fed- 


eral Communications Commission | 


(FCC) for presenting an ‘“‘extra- 
ordinary spectacle” of adminis- 
trative defects. He recommended 
what appeared to be a cleanout of 
the present FCC upper structure 
and replacing it with ‘strong and 
competent leadership.” 


The report’s third major target 
was the Federal Power Commis- 
sion (FPC), which Landis said 
“without question represents the 
outstanding example in the feder- 
al government of the breakdown 
of the administrative process.” 


He said the FPC had contribut- 
ed to national unemployment and 
conducted itself in a manner “‘ter- 
ribly costly to the public” by 
shirking its responsibilities for 
rate fixing under the Natural Gas 
Act. He also said the FPC had 
been ‘‘substantially contemptuous”’ 
in refusing to obey the mandates 
of the United States Supreme 
Court. 


ICC CITED 


Landis also recommended ma- 
jor reorganization of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission (ICC), 


_ which regulates the railroad and | 


trucking industries as the FCC 
regulates broadcasting, the CAB 
regulates commercial airlines and 
the FPC watches the power in- 
dustry. 


Particularly, Landis recom- 


mended a more powerful ICC 
chairman appointed by and serv- 
ing at the pleasure of the presi- 
dent. The ICC chairmanship now 
rotates among the 11 commission- 
ers in one-year terms. This, ac- 
cording to the report, “deprives 
the commission of that leadership 
that it so sadly needs.” 


FOR IMMEDIATE ACTION 


Landis recommended for imme- 
diate action after the new admin- 
istration takes office next month: 


1. Preparation of reorganization 
plans to make chairmen of all 
commissions covered in the regu- 
latory agency study subject to 
presidential designation. The Pres- 
ident would continue to nominate 
commission members for Senate 
confirmation, but under the Lan- 
dis plan, the chief executive would 
designate the chairman who could 
be removed from this post, but 
not the commission, at the pleas- 
ure of the president. Landis also 
would make the chairmen more 
powerful as bosses of their agen- 
cies, with the power to delegate 
decision-making powers to subor- 
dinate officials. 


2. Greater attention to financial 
needs of the regulatory agencies 
by Congress and the Budget Bu- 
reau to guard against a slowdown 
of agency function because of ‘‘a 
false sense of economy.”’ 


3. Preparation of more extensive 
overhaul plans for “those agen- 
cies in the worst situation’’—F PC, 
ICC and CAB. 


For longer range consideration, 
Landis had numerous other rec- 
ommendations in his 29,000-word 
report.

Has Work Cut Out 


In putting his top economic team to- 
gether, President-elect Kennedy is choos- 
ing men who not only know government 
but who have ideas. Both are needed 
since the two most pressing problems im- 
mediately facing the new administration 
are economic softness and the outflow of 
gold. 

In naming C. Douglas Dillon as sec- 
retary of the treasury, the President- 
elect chose a practical financier, a Re- 
publican, who is well ¥ersed in govern- 
ment and foreign economic affairs. As 
undersecretary of state under Eisenhow- 
er, his views on foreign aid and related 
questions often have been in conflict with 
those of Secretary of the Treasury An- 
derson. He has been a powerful advocate 
of foreign aid to combat Soviet economic 
penetration. 

The President-elect and Dillon have 
announced their general agreement on 
fiscal policies. This.does not sound like 
wild monetary schemes whith would up- 
set the business community. 

Walter W. Heller, chosen as chair- 
man of the new administration’s Council 
of Economic Advisers, is a nationally 
known economist. Chairman of the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota Economics Depart- 
ment, he has been in and out of govern- 
ment since 1942, He is an advocate of 
tax reform and manipulation of the tax 
structure to stimulate growth and com- 
bat recession. He’s an able man. 

The two problems are so interrelated 
that the administration’s job will be 
doubly hard. Sharp reductions in interest 
rates almost certainly would increase the 
outflow of gold. A big federal spending 
program cannot be quickly implemented 
without fantastic waste. 

The alternative about which econo- 
mists, including Heller, are talking, is a 
temporary tax cut to ease the recession 
and a long-range reform of tax laws 
to promote economic growth. This is 
the course the administration likely will 
follow if the recession shows signs of 
getting worse. 

In the long pull, a more rapid rate of 
growth is essential to protect our gold 
supply and to provide the tax revenues 
needed for national and _ international 
programs the country deems necessary. 
But right now the problem is to prevent 
further deterioration.

Housing Code Is Farce 
When Enforcement Lags 


The city code on housing is meaning- 
less unless it is properly enforced. 

Extensions of time in correcting de- 
ficiencies have been given too liberally. 
The crackdown demanded by G. Everett 
Millican, chairman of the urban renewal 
committee, is overdue. 

Violations of the code should be 
spotted as quickly as possible and orders 
given that they be remedied immedi- 
ately—not next week nor next month. 

Then there should be a swift follow- 
up to be certain that orders are carried 
out. Such attention to duty not only will 
make for a more attractive community 
but, more importantly, a safer one.

Bar Association Leaders 
Point to Glaring Need 


Many of Georgia’s criminal laws are 
outmoded. The same applies to some 
courtroom and penal procedures. 

The board of governors of the Geor- 
gia Bar Assn., which certainly is in posi- 
tion to know of the shortcomings, has 
voted to ask the legislature to appoint a 
study commission to make recommenda- 
tions for revising criminal laws and pro- 
cedures. 

Such a study could lead to many im- 
provements, among them the moderniza- 
tion of some laws and the repeal of others; 
permitting an accused person to testify 
under oath and to be cross-examined; 
steps to prevent cluttered dockets; placing 
the duty of sentencing convicted persons

upon judges, with records of the ac- 
cused in hand, after guilt has been es- 
tablished by trial juries; abolishing the 
“face-your-accuser” law which gives pub- 
lic officials accused of wrongdoing an 
advantage before grand juries which is 
denied average citizens; separation of 
lawbreakers who commit minor crimes 
from hardened criminals in the penal 
system. 


But if action is not taken by the 
legislature, then the Bar Assn. itself 
should carry the ball with the assistance 
of some of the organizations it mentioned 
in its resolution, such as the Superior 
Court Judges Assn., State Solicitors 
Assn. and possibly others.

unaccustomed place, Canada. For generations our hemispheric diffi- 
culties have been with Latin nations to the South. We have always 


more or less expected those. 

Fidel Castro’s Cuba, for one 
illustration, for months has been 
bedeviling us and all the Amer- 
icas with a more and more arro- 
gantly pro-Communist two-bit dic- 
tatorship. 


Still, we have on the whole long 
since learned to live with rows 
with the Latins. And however 
sticky the going with them, we 
have always comforted ourselves 


that to the north, anyhow, we 
had a good, solid neighbor. 
Here was Canada, working 


peacefully alongside us on “the 
longest unfortified frontier in the 
world.” 


Of course, one fact is that we 
have too long taken too much for 
granted with the Canadians. who 
have so long been so faithfully 
allied with us in war and peace. 
But now what? 

First, the Canadians recently 
gave their official blessings to a 
large increase in trade with Cas- 
tro, the very man who is endan- 
gering the peace of al! this hemi- 
sphere—including Canada’s peace. 

And now the Canadian govern- 
ment has put in ‘“‘Canada-first’’ 
tax policies. These are flatly in- 
tended to penalize U.S. investment 
in that country, to reduce USS. 
participation by ownership in Ca- 
nadian industry. 

With full acknowledgment of the 
undoubted fact that Canada has 


every sovereign right to do these 
things, and moreover has reason 
to be a bit fed up with the colos- 
sus to her south, these somber 
facts remain: 

1. The absolutely bedrock ne- 
cessity for a stable and orderly 
hemisphere, a responsible and 
effective American-Canadian as- 
sociation, is in some degree of 
peril. 

2. ‘‘Canada-first’’ policies, how- 
ever humanly understandable, will 
in the end produce the same re- 
sult—general harm—that ‘*Amer- 
ica-first’” policies produced in 
the days of our long-abandoned 
isolationism. 

3. Whatever our shortcomings 
in dealing with the Canadians— 
and, to repeat, they have been 
real—neither Canada nor the 
United States can afford to look 
at this business as though it 
concerned only Canada and the 
United States. 

There are times in this world 
when a big nation—and there is 
nothing petty about Canada— 
must take the credit and let the 
cash go. Clearer every day, 
therefore, .looms this central 
truth: The most urgent foreign 
policy problem before the in- 
coming Kennedy administration is 
a “home” problem. It is to put 
this hemisphere, north as well as 
south, really back together 
again.

“But,” the warden continues, 
“a school is not enough. It must 
be an accredited school.” 

It is not true that the Georgia 
Industrial Institute has no edu- 
cational facilities. “We have 
limited facilities. We have ele- 
mentary work and also some on 
junior high level. But, really, it 
doesn’t mean much other than 
in an exceptional case. If a boy 
comes here when he is in the 
ninth grade, and must stay two 
years, no matter what he learns 
he must go back to the ninth 
grade when he goes home. You 


know what that means in most 
instances.” 


I do know. It means that most 
boys do not feel school is 
worth it. 


Matthews thinks that if a boy 
builds his time, and at the same 
tin.e his mind, he could then 
go home and be able to do work 
on the age-class level that he 
left, and it would be beneficial 
to the boy. 


He likes to cite cases. He gave 
me one that I heppened to know 
about. 


The boy was a young athlete, 
played high school football and 
was popular with his class. 
Caught robbing lake houses, he 
was sentenced to Alto. “I 
thought,”’ the boy told me after 
Alto, “‘that this was the end 
for me.

Now Is a Good Time of the Year 
To Question Beliefs About Death 


| The time has now come when you can look over your desk and face those 
things you should have done for Christmas and didn’t. One that reproaches me 


is a nole from the American League to Abolish Capital Punishment asking for 
contributions to finance the publication of educational materials. Now I believe with all my heart that 
capital punishment should be abolished, that it is barbaric and sinful and totally ineffective as a 
deterrent to crime. I have preached this at home for so many years that when my children were 
smaller and less cautious about putting guests on the defensive they invariably asked all new- 
comers to our house: “‘How do you feel about capital punishment?’’ 


Needless to say, 
many very attractive people 
hadn't given the matter a 
thought and weren’t interested 
in going into it. I doubt if we 
ever won a single convert with 
our talk but I know of several 
who were won over after -we 
pushed Arthur Koestler’s fine 
book, ‘Reflections on MHang- 
ing,’ into their hands. And I

firmly believe that it is going 
to be necessary to get the facts 
about capital punishment into 
many more hands before we 
make any headway in _ get- 
ting legalized murder-by-the- 
state off our law books and 
our consciences. 


Nearly every lawyer I have 
ever talked to and many judges 


——— & + 


have told me that they were 
opposed to capital punishment 
and yet the Georgia Legislature 
always rejects by an over- 
whelming majority any bill to 
temper the present death pen- 
alty, much less to abolish it. 
Several years ago Fulton Rep. 
Muggsy Smith sought to abolish 
the death penalty for teen- 
agers and it was defeated be- 
cause many members believed 
the threat of the electric chair 
is a deterrent to would-be 
Negro rapists. 

The facts don’t support this 
theory. Since the execution of 
Caryl Chessman in California 
last May a three-man gang 
leader has confessed to about 
100 crimes, which involved 
charges of kidnapping, robbery, 
rape and unnatural sex acts. 
In Arkansas a 14-year-old boy 
killed two playmates for this 
reason: “I want to die. If I 
just killed one they would send 
me to reform schools again. 
But if I killed them both they’ll 
send me to the chair.”’ 


As the American League to 
Abolish Capital Punishment 
points out, convictions of guilty 
are more certain when the pen- 
alty is life, not death. And it is 
seldom that the man or woman 
who is able to hire good legal 
counsel gets the death penalty. 
The poor, the ignorant and the 
mentally defective are usually 
the ones who go to the electric 
chair. 

An eminent professor of 
criminology at Harvard has de- 
scribed the presence of the 
death penalty as bedeviling the 
administration of criminal jus- 
tice “‘all the way down the line 
and is a major stumbling block 
in the path of general reform ot 
the treatment of crime and 
criminals.”’ This is a good time 
of year to question our beliefs 
about the reverence of human 
life and. respect for law when 
we allow the state to take life.

Patient M ust Drink Less 
Water After Colostomy 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 


. — After a colostomy it is true that before the patient gets into the 
habit of functioning suitably, the bowel requires some regulation. 


. For -one thinc, the colon nor- 


mally absorbs considerable wa- 
ter. After a colostomy, a substan- 
tial part of the colon no longer 
femains in the digestive tract, 
and hence less water will be 
absorbed. 


The answer? The patient must 
carefully watch the water intake. 
He no longer needs as much as 
he did. Drinking too much water 
causes a loose stool. I can’t say 
just how much curtailment of 
water will be required, because 
this will vary. A matter of experi- 
mentation, however, will soon in- 
dicate the right amount. 


Another factor is bulk in the 
diet. At first, bulk should be held 
to a minimum.

of bulk are fresh fruits and vege- 
tables, such as whole apples or 
oranges, dried fruits as figs and 


prunes; celery, rhubarb and 
some cooked vegetables, corn 
being a notable example. 


The patient should get most of 
his nourishment from foods hav- 
ing low bulk—that is, relatively 
little material which is not ab- 
sorbed by the digestive system. 
Such low-bulk foods are eggs, 
meat, fish, fowl, milk, dairy prod- 
ucts—such as, cheese, potatoes, 
rice, spaghetti, macaroni. 


As the bowel gradually be- 
comes regulated, it is possible to 
increase the scope of the diet 
with such things as citrus fruit 
juices, pureed fruits and vege- 
tables. 


While one is on the low-bulk 
diet, calories are likely to soar, 
because most of the low-bulk 
foods are rich. The way to avoid 
taking on weight is to watch the 
amount of fat you eat—cream, 
butter, oils and meat. You can 
use skimmed milk. 


There's another thing to watch: 
It is very easy to be short of 
some vitamins on such a diet, 
particularly A, C and D. This is 
an ideal example of a time to use 
a vitamin supplement. Vitamin 
B, however, can be obtained in 
good quantity from the meat in 
your diet and from cooked, 
strained cereal. 


Finally, if a patient has exces-

the Home Life ‘dasaeiaian of 
the Georgia Federation of Wom- 
en's Clubs planned the program 
of action for the new year. 


“Our plan of work,”’ Mrs. Nix 
explained, “is divided into six 
divisions, and the local clubs 
are encouraged to use as much 
of the material available as can 
be adapted to the particular 
needs of their own homes and 
community. This is done under 
the leadership of the local club’s 
home life chairman and her 
committee of the chairmen of 
the six divisions.” 


Mrs. James Colvin of Thomas- 
ville is state chairman of the 
family life division, which 
strives “‘to create through serv- 
ice to God and man a more 
stable family life in our com- 
munities and, finally, in our na- 
tion.”” 


SPECIAL PROGRAMS 


“Our work in this area,”’ Mrs. 
Colvin said, “includes study 
courses, clinics and special pro- 
grams, with experts as fea- 
tured speakers, on family liv- 
ing, understanding parents, liv- 
ing with grandparents, as well 
as study groups on behaviour 
patterns.” 


She added that the clubwom- 
en spark plans for family ac- 
tivities, such as recreation as a 
group, family night at club 
meetings, and recreation at 
home.

Last week in Macon a group 
of young bachelors who call 


themselves the. Bon Hommes 
chose the young women to be 
honored this season with the 
highest social accolade middle 
Georgia can bestow. There were 
only 13 of them, as carefully 
selected for family, background 
and beauty—the usual criteria 
of social achievement—as if 
they were crowning a princess. 


But there is often a surpris- 
ing admixture of brains with 
beauty, legend notwithstanding, 
and so it must be in Macon, for 
among these girls is one I knew 
as a gentian-eyed baby in Mon- 
tezuma 20 years ago. She is 
Beth Stokes, the daughter of 
Dr. and Mrs. Henry Stokes, the 
pastorial family of - Macon’s 
First Baptist Church. 


Beth is a senior at Oberlin 
College in Ohio, a school known 
for its demanding scholastic 
standards, and it is at Oberlin 
that Miss Stokes must be rec- 
ognized for a quality far be- 
yond social charm and accept- 
ance, 


A long way from home, in the 
company of her academic 
peers, Beth has written a col- 
umn called “The Bewildering 
South” for the Oberlin, Review. 


Here, in part, is what she has 
written: 


“After I heard the first broad- 
cast of the New Orleans situa- 
tion my roommate asked me if 
I had ever seen such demon- 
strations in the South. I hadn't. 
But I have seen that look in 
people’s cyes—that look of de- 


fiance and instability which re- 
fuses to look to reason and the 
future. Thus my first thought: 
‘Can they be serions?”’ was an- 
swered: ‘‘Yes.’’ My next reac- 


tion was anger. Shame fol- 
lowed. Then, _ surprisingly 
enough, sympathy. Sympathy 


not for one or for the other, 
but for all the factions that di- 
vide the South. 


“The South is not divided into 
two camps, the white and the 
Negro. Rather, it is divided into 
many; the Southern Negroes 
who want equality under the 
law and in society; the Southern 
whites who are willing to give 
it to them; the Southern Ne- 
groes who don’t care for all this 
“integration talk;"’ the Southern 
whites who would fight another 
Civil War .over the question; 
and the ‘‘outside’”’ whites and 
Negroes who have entered the 
South to negotiate and demon- 
strate. With all these factions 
and more it is no wonder there 
is such confusion. And it is dif- 
ficult to say how, if anyone, 
constitutes the majority. 


“As for the whites, unfortu- 
nately the KKK gets more news 
coverage than HOPE. But it is 
unrealistic to judge the whole 
South on the basis of glaring 
headlines. 


“As both a Southerner and 
an Oberlin student I see the 
South in two ways; as it is and 
as it should-be. Education may 
give a person high hopes. It 
somehow makes him expect 
people to be reasonable. But 
some people aren’t reasonable. 
And to expect these people to 
grow up all of a sudden is un- 


realistic. The problem of segre- 
gation in the South is not iso- 
lated from other Southern prob- 
lems — economic, political, so- 
cial, historical. 


“To discuss segregation is to 
discuss the entire history of 
Southern life. It is crucial to 
remember that the solution is 
neither simple nor clear-cut. 
The South is trying desperately 
to maintain the status quo, and 
it will require diplomacy if it 
is to look to the future. 


“Throughout the struggle, 
daily life and contact between 
white and Negro continues, but 
with a difference. I have no- 
ticed a change, not drastic, but 
sure. Perhaps this change in at- 
titude is not evident to out- 
siders, but as I know the gaze 
of defiance in the white South- 
erner’s eyes, I also know the 
gleam of growing understanding 
and social consciousness. 


“T will certainly not defend 
the voices of Southern politi- 
cians who preach for local con- 
sumption, unaware that the 
world sits in judgment. Nor will 
I defend the shouting teen- 
agers urged on by their narrow- 
minded mothers, or the hooded 
characters that roam by night. 
But I will speak for the white 
Southerners who are living and 
working for the dawn of social 
justice and racial equality in 
the South. Though the South 
needs help, reform must come 
from within.”
